B oat owners in the Washington Chan¬ 
nel want to buy the lease of the Gang¬ 
plank Marina and use the parking lot 
for three levels of underground parking for 
300 cars under 40 three-story townhouses 42 
feet high. The architectural style would be 
“SW at the turn of the 19th century.” 

This proposal was described to a board 
meeting of the Southwest Neighborhood 
Assembly, Inc. by Ray Solem, and to South- 
west’s Advisory Neighborhood Commission 
2D. Mr. Solem said the town homes would 
overlook the water and sell for $1,000,000 
each. He thought this would raise real estate 
values in the area—not good news for 
renters, he admittted. 
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The boat owners have formed “Port of 
Washington Marina Investors” and would 
also redevelop James Creek Marina next to 
U.S. Coast Guard headquarters at 2nd and V 
St. S.W. Their plan includes reopening Gang¬ 
plank Restaurant, providing a floating theater 
for Arena Stage, and building a “small com¬ 
mercial village” with coffee shop and theater 
pub. 

A second proposal would redevelop the 
fish market similar to developments in San 
Francisco, Monterey and San Diego, CA. and 
linking the Jefferson Memorial to SW and 
around Ft. McNair with a bike path.H

Obituary 

CATHERINE A. WALLACE, 58, who 
began a long affiliation with the Peace 
Corps in 1964 and later worked with the 
U.S. Civil Rights Commission, died of 
cancer Feb. 10 at her home in Southwest 
Washington. 

Ms Wallace was born May 28, 1942, 
in Los Angeles, CA, and grew up in 


Austin, MN, graduating from Pacelli 
High School. In October, 1959, to cele¬ 
brate completion of their first one billion 
cans of a product sold worldwide, Hormel 
Meatpacking Company of Austin named 
her SPAM Queen. 

She received a mathematics degree 
from the College of St. Teresa in Winona, 
MN, in 1964, and immediately volun¬ 
teered for the Peace Corps. She spent the 
next two years in Sierra Leon, and then 
was a trainer and recruiter for the agency 
in Washington, before going to Waianae, 
Hawaii, where she taught elementary 
school. 

Returning to Washington in 1968 she 
worked in Peace Corps training, budget 
and publications offices until 1979, 
including a time in Sierra Leone as an 
administrator. Ms. Wallace spent from 
1979 until 1983 in Botswana as a super¬ 
visor with the Corps. 

For a time she worked with Arena 
Stage and the U.S. Coast Guard. In 1986 
Ms. Wallace became a budget analyst at 
the U.S. Civil Rights Commission, a posi¬ 
tion she held at the time of her death. 

She was a member of the board of 
directors and vice president of Riverside 
Condominium, and was a volunteer for 
the Washington Unit of the American 
Cancer Society participating in the Reach 
for Recovery program and in fundraising, 
the Southwest Neighborhood Assembly 
and the southwest Arts Council. 

Survivors include her mother, Mary 
Wallace of Austin, MN, and a sister, 
Theresa Wallace of Denver, CO. ■

Mayor Honors Social 
Workers 

Professional Social Workers got a pat on 
the back by Mayor Anthony Williams 
when he signed a proclamation naming 
March 2001 as Professional Social Work 
Month. 

With impressive Whereas’s, the 
Mayor’s proclamation recognizes “Profes¬ 
sional Social Workers and all they do to 
increase the well-being of individuals and 
of society.” 

D.C. law—similar to the laws of other 
states-licenses the Social Worker profes¬ 
sion, just as it does the legal and medical 
professions and puts strict requirements 
of college training, regular examinations 
and post-graduate experience to keep a 
license (Sec. 2-3308). 

Continuing education is required by 
the licensing board to renew a license. For 
example, a few topics offered by the 
National Association of Social Work this 
spring in D.C. include: Child Welfare 
Forum, Eating Disorders: Assessment & 
Treatment; Criminal Justice Conference; 
Impact of Trauma on Police & Firefight¬ 
ers; Practical Genetics for Social Workers, 
and Professional Ethics. 

Professional social workers practice in 
many settings: family services agencies, 
mental health centers, schools, hospitals, 
corporations, courts, police departments, 
prisons, public and private agencies, and 
private practice. Only a small percentage 
of the professionally licensed Social 
Workers work in public assistance, where 
they may supervise the unlicensed case¬ 
workers. 

Graduate degrees in Social Work are 
offered at Catholic University, Howard 
University, the University of Maryland 
College Park, and Galludent University— 
in the D.C. area. I

She integrates the teaching of science 
and geography thru class trips to Maine, 
Oregon, Brazil, Senegal and five Euro¬ 
pean Countries.

SWNA Reports for 2000 

From President Rev. George E. Holmes: 

Service is a lifetime commitment. It is a 
way of life that sometimes goes unappreciated, 
sometimes rewarded and sometimes unno¬ 
ticed. It is the evolution—that despite views of 
others—I have a responsibility to service. 

Therefore, I commend the members of 
SWNA with its various task forces who gave 
unselfishly this past year through service and 
commitment in their neighborhood to an 
unforeseen road map that said, “Yes, I too can 
serve.” 

Summaries of Task Forces 

The Southwester Task Force —This 
monthly newspaper is staffed by volunteers. 
Usually an eight page paper, it is distributed 
to 8,000 households in Southwest. Another 
2,000 papers are distributed to the Navy 
Yard, House Office Buildings and to other 
Federal employees. 

The costs are covered by advertising fees. 

Scholarship Program —This SWNA 
Task Force started in 1974. Over the past 
twenty-seven years, the community-support¬ 
ed fund has raised approximately $200,000 
and helped more than 130 neighborhood 
youth. It is made up entirely of volunteers 
Fast year the following neighbors served 
on the committee: Carole Early, Cathy Wal¬ 
lace, Herbert Holmes, Henry Evans, Dale 
Maclver and Barbara Murray. 

Youth Activities Task Force —Dedicat¬ 
ed to the welfare and personal development 
of youth. In May, 2000 received $10,000 
grant from The World Bank Community 
Outreach Program. Hired a p/t Youth Coor¬ 
dinator. Had 3 summer youth programs, 
tennis, swimming and chess. Held computer 
class at Fink & Fearn. 

Volunteers are Rick Bardach, Co-Chair, 
Jean Macdonald, Sec., Walter Brooks, Betty 
Brown, Herb Holmes, Thelma Jones, Dale

Waterside Mall/Waterfront Task 
Force —This task force of the SWNA spear¬ 
headed the campaign to raise funds and con¬ 
duct the planning effort that resulted in the 
Urban Fand Institute report on the future of 
Southwest. Recently it has concentrated on 
the $50 million renovation of Waterside Mall, 
with frequent meetings with the owners. 

S.W. History Task Force —The newest 
SWNA task force is responsible for the 19 
panels of pictures and text in the Waterside 
Mall, entitled SW: Then and Now. Current 
projects include a $15,000 project to design 
and mark three History Trails in Southwest 
and to prepare two dozen former Fire Call 
Boxes as historical markers. Plans for a June 
2 S.W. Parade are also on this task force’s 
agenda. ■ 
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Theater Notes

Arenas Creative Energy 
Earth, wind and fire. Life, sex and death. All 
these forces and emotions are given explosive 
energy in Arenas current production of “Coy¬ 
ote Builds North America.” Don’t be put off 
by that title. This is not a geography or engi¬ 
neering lesson. It’s rather a theatrical spectacle 
that combines words, music and dance to cre¬ 
ate a hypnotizing evening of theater. The 
words involved take the form of storytelling 
that presents traditional Native American 
myths and fables. And it is a wild and fasci¬ 
nating evening of fun and visual pyrotechnics. 

Coyote is the trickster who is brought to 
life by Tantoo cardinal, one of America’s fore¬ 
most Native actors. Her telling of the tradi¬ 
tional tales of how water was distributed, fire 
discovered and food consumed is funny, 
engaging and brash. The dancers are amazing 
in their ability to create variety and substance 
from the most basic and ordinary props. The 
musicians keep a tempo that never stops and 
never ceases to surprise and delight. 

I suppose the evening could be termed a 
presentation of Native American culture. But 
that’s by far too prosaic and formal to describe 
this experience. The stories could take place 
anywhere, anytime, about any culture. But we 
are fortunate in having them at Arena’s Kreeger 
here and now. The run is until April 15.

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SWNA Recalls 
Dr. Drew’s Role In 
Blood Plasma 

At its Black History program in February the 
Southwest Neighborhood Assembly honored 
the memory of Dr. Charles Richard Drew, first 
director of the American Red Cross Blood 
Bank. His research in the 1930s for his doctor¬ 
ate in medical science at Columbia University 
showed that blood plasma lasts longer than 
whole blood. As a result thousands of lives were 
saved by blood transfusions in World War II. 

Charles R. Drew University of Medicine 
and Science in Los Angeles and a number of 
other schools are named after this famous 
African-American scientist. 

Dr. Drew was born in Washington, D.C., 
and died in an accident in the South in 1930. 
His daughter, Dr. Charlene Drew Jarvis, presi¬ 
dent of Southeastern University, was guest 
speaker at the Assembly program. She said that 
a myth has grown up claiming that her father 
died because he was refused care at an all-white 
hospital. This is not true, she said. Knowing his 
fame, the hospital did indeed admit him. 

Dr. Drew held high expectations for his 
children and his students, said Dr. Jarvis. She 
encouraged Jefferson Jr. High students to hold 
themselves to the highest achievement possible. 

Dr. Jarvis has a degree in neuropsychology 
and told of how blood proteins can identify 
ethnic heritage and aid in the search for bone 
marrow transplants. 

Ms. Thelma Jones, who introduced Dr. 
Jarvis, was recognized for her outstanding lead¬ 
ership since 1983 in promoting Black History 
awareness in Southwest and at The World 
Bank. H
